UR bleſſed Redeemer, in the 


” parable, of which this verſe is 
a part, declared, in as ſtrong a 
manner as can be done by pa- 


rable, that his goſpel ſhould be 
preached not only to the Jews, 

but alſo to the Gentiles ; that is, to the world. 

in general. Agreably to this it may be ob- 
ſerved, that He was firſt promiſed as a bleſſing Gen. iii. 
to mankind, before the nation of the Jews 55: 
exiſted and afterwards to Abfaham as one, Gen: 
*in whom m the nations of the earth ſhould 3. 
<< be bleſſed':"—it was alſo foretold, by Jacob, — ad

ſhould derive from the Meſſiah. He was 
therefore aſſuredly deſigned to .be a light to 
the Gentiles, and for ſalvation unto the 
ends of the earth, as well as * the glory 


ll. « of his people Iſrael.“ 


But it was a notion very firmly rooted in 
the minds of the jewiſh nation, that the Meſ- 
fiah was to be ſent only to the loſt. ſheep of 
the houſe of Iſrael; and, notwithſtanding the 
clearneſs of the prophecies concerning Chriſt, 
and the evidence given by himſelf, we find, 
that even ſome of the Apoſtles entertained a 
doubt on this ſubject, till one of them was fa- 
voured by a viſion from heaven to remove that 
doubt, and to convince him, that God had 
granted to the Gentiles alſo repentance 
< unto life,” It is indeed declared in ſcrip- 
ture, that the goſpel was not to be ſpoken or 
preached to the Gentiles, till after it had been 
offered to the jewiſh people : and the parable 
before us particularly mentions, that ftrangers 
were not invited to the wedding, till the firſt 
bidden gueſts had refuſed to come; and that 
by. the firſt bidden le, were meant the Jews | 


* 
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may be ſeen by the latter part of the foregoing 
chapter, which contains a parable plainly to the 
ſame purport as that, from which the text is 
taken. But it by no means follows, either from 
theſe or any other ſcriptural authorities, that 
the goſpel was not originally intended for the 
common benefit of all mankind, after it had 
been offered to the Jews. However ſtrongly 
therefore the notion might have prevailed 
among them, that they had an excluſive right 
to the bleſſings, derived from the true Meſ- 
ſiah, it was evidently ill founded, and appears 
to have taken its riſe from national prejudices, 
miſconceived opinions of the nature and of- 
fice of the Meſſiah, and a miſinterpretation of 
the whole tenor of the prophecies concerning 
Now though we may thus account for the 
erroneous judgment of thoſe, who perſiſted in 
the jewiſh religion, yet it will {till remain a 
doubt, how any of the diſciples of Chriſt 
ſhould fall into the ſame miſtake ; ſince they 
muſt have found, by a long attendance upon 
their holy Maſter, that the religion, be taught, 
was not. circumſcribed by any peculiar cere- 
monies, or confined to any particular place, 
like e Waxch they had [profeſſed ; that it 
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was not Jelivacd: in privdin]: and Ade the 
veil of ſecrecy, like ſome parts of the religious 
rights of the Gentiles that it was preached 
openly to all, who were willing to attend to 
it; — and that, ſo far as it was liſtened to and 
embraced, it might be practiſed in one nation 

as well as another. | 
Such being the circumſtances of the religion 
taught by our Saviour, and ſuch the ſituation 
of his diſciples; it ſeems probable, that their 
backwardneſs, to preach. the goſpel to the 
Gentiles, muſt have ariſen from their appre- 
hending that they were under an obligation 
to exert their utmoſt in favour of their own 
nation, before they addreffed themſelves to the 
heathen world. Beſides they might poſſibly 
think, that, by preaching the goſpel to the 
Gentiles, they ſhould take upon themſelves 
the - unwelcome office of pronouncing the 
hearts of their brethren to have been hardened 
beyond all admonition; when perhaps their 
ſeeming obſtinacy might have been occa- 
ſioned by the want of a proper and longer 
inſtruction: it therefore became the Apoſtles 
to be very cautious and diffident in a point 
of ſuch importance. But God knew the 
hearts of ne diſobedient people, though 


they 
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they did not; and the appointed time was 
come to give them up to their corrupt af- 
fections and obſtinate blindneſs :—and no 
ſooner were the minds of the Apoſtles en- 
lightened in this reſpect, than with a zeal, 
which no difhculties could withſtand, no 
dangers abate, they proclaimed thoſe glad 
tidings, which they had received, „bidding 
© to the wedding as many as they found in 
* the highways.” Nor can this their zeal 
be wondered at, when we conſider the ſolemn 
charge, given to them by Chriſt himſelf to 
preach the goſpel, and the promiſe of ſuper- 
natural aſſiſtance to qualify them for the per- 
formance of this function. They muſt have 
concluded from hence, that it was the great 


important branch of their duty; and this con- 


eluſion muſt have been farther confirmed to 
them by the attentive conſideration of that 
religion, which they were enjoined to teach. 
They could not but fee, that the ſcope of it 
was to give right notions of the Deity ;—to 
inculcate a reliance upon his power and good- 


neſs, to reveal and enforce the doctrine of 


true repentance, with a promiſe of reconcilia- 
tion through the powerful interceſſion of the Son 
E e inſpive. univerſal love, good-will, 
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and charity, by declaring all men to be the 
children of one common father and finally; 
to check the inordinate impulſes of the human 
paſſions, - thoſe deſtroyers of that peaceful ſtate 
of mind, by which the true chriſtian is di- 
ſtinguiſhed and dignified. They could not 
but obſerve, that the religion of Chriſt was 
adapted to the nature of man, and calculated 
to produce, both temporal and eternal happi- 
neſs, wherever it was received; and that 
therefore it muſt, have been intended, by its 
great and benevolent author, for man in-ge- 
neral. Fe ne 
A ſurvey of the many other then prevail- 
ing religions muſt alſo have given additional 
= - ſtrength to this concluſion. The Apoſtles had 
0 frequent opportunities of converſing with and 
gaining a knowledge of the moſt polite and 
civilized nations then in being; but what 
were the religious opinions of the Egyptians, 
Greeks, and Romans, thoſe! maſters, as far as 
mere human faculties could extend, of the 
abſtruſeſt ſciences, and moſt refined reaſon ? 
Were they not an abſurd and, incoherent 
mixture of ſuperſtitious and impious fables ? 
which were ſo far from promoting true piety, 
that, in moſt parts of them, they manifeſtly 
conduced 
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canduced to diſturb, and overturn the. firſt and 
cleareſt notions of morality. 
A belief of ſome inviſible governing powers, 
it is true, was not totally wanting among 
them ; but being accompanied with ſuch falſe 
and ſuperſtitious opinions, it ſerved only to 
excite a ſervile fear, inſtead of affording ſolid 
comfort; and the doctrine, ingrafted on that 
belief, tended generally to imbitter the inno- 
cent enjoyments of life, on account of cere- ' 
monies, auguries, and things of no impor- 
tance; whilſt it left mankind at large in re- 
lation to other points moſt eſſential to their 
welfare. 
The worſhip of one of theſe renowned na- 
tions, before ſpoken of, was ſo exceedingly 
abſurd and contrary to common ſenſe, that it 
could not eſcape the ridicule of the others, 
notwithſtanding they themſelves were as deeply 
engaged in the iniquity of idolatry of another 
ſpecies. The Greeks and Romans were quick- 
ſighted enough to perceive, at leaſt, the folly 
of adoring any part of the vegetable or brute 
creation 3 and yet to what did they pay their 
religious worſhip ? to objects in every reſpect 
as unfit for deification as the gods of Ægypt, 
511 whom 
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whom they ſo ſeverely ridiculed and fo juſtly 
deſpiſed. 


Such however was, nad ſtill continues to 


be, the ſtate of the pagan world in reſpe& to 
religion; ſuch are the effects of mere human 


reaſon, when abandoned to itſelf, if the re- 


lations of hiſtory, antient as well as modern, 
deſerve any degree of credit. 

But, without entering into a ſtrict detail of 
facts, which are already well known, it will 
be more ſuitable to the end, for which we are 
now aſſembled, to call briefly to remembrance 
ſome of the many motives, which ought per- 
petually to excite, in every true chriſtian, an 
ardent deſire of fulfilling the word of God, 
and propagating the religion of Chriſt to the 
extremities of the earth. 

If then we are ſincere in our belief of it, 
ſenſible of its efficacy in the promotion of the 
happineſs of man both here and hereafter, and 
are mindful of that univerſal love, which our 
bleſſed Saviour hath made a principal point of 
his holy law, we cannot ſurely be deſtitute of 
a fervent zeal to diffuſe, as far as poſſible, fo 
great a bleſſing. Can we reflect on the 
wretched condition of our pagan anceſtors, 
and compare it with the advantages, we now 
derive 
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derive from the light of chriſtianity, and be 
indifferent about the fate of thoſe, who, though 
as yet uninſtructed, are nevertheleſs as capable 
of receiving inſtruction, and of being freed 
from the yoke of idolatry and ſuperſtition, as 
were the early inhabitants of this iſland ? for 
whoever will recur to hiſtory, and conſider 
the lives and manners of the ſavages of Ame- 
rica in general, muſt acknowledge, that he 
views a lively picture of the firſt Britons, in 
this uncivilized people ; this muſt lead him 
to think with humility on the former condi- 
tion of his own country,—with pity on thoſe, 
who are as yet unenlightened, —with contempt 
on the efforts of human reaſon, —and with a 
becoming gratitude on the efficacy of the 
_ goſpel. 

Theſe reflections muſt occur to every man, 
who turns his thoughts upon the ſubject ; but 
it is a ſubject, which is ſeldom attended to; 
and the reaſon is plain. We are inſtructed 
early in our duty, and taught the falutary 
doctrines of the chriſtian religion ; which, 
from their great ſimplicity, and conſonance to 
right reaſon, are often miſtaken for the mere 
dictates of our own underſtandings ; though 
they are ſo evidently derived from another 
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ſource. Thus, when we ſee, or are informed 


of, the abſurd, cruel cuſtoms and groſs idolatries 


of any ſavage people, we naturally, however 


untruly, attribute them rather to the invin- 


cible ignorance. of that people, occafioned by 
incapacity, and an inability to reafon:rightly, 
than to any want of inſtruction im thoſe divine 
precepts, by means of which we have ourſelves 
emerged from a * at: 2 * bar- 
bariſm. 4113 10 

But, if the bende e of our hk alt 
a due ſenſe of the bleflings, which we enjoy 


under the goſpel-diſpenſation, ſhould incline 


us to diffuſe thoſe advantages as widely as 


poſſible, what additional weight will theſe in- 


ducements gain, when we recollect, that it is 


Luke ix. 
2. 


our duty, as chriſtians, to propagate our faith, 
and to make known the kingdom of 
« God?” 2 

This office, it is true, was primarily en- 
truſted in a peculiar manner to the Apoſtles, 
and particular ſpiritual powers were imparted 
to them in order to give effect to their miſſion. 


But the Apoſtles appointed others to aſſiſt and 


to ſucceed them in carrying on the great work 
of falvation;z and, as the reaſons for the far- 
ther . the e fill remain the 
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fame, the duty of publiſhing it cannot therefore 
ceaſe to be obligatory, though thoſe extraordi- 
nary powers have fince been withdrawn, when 
they were no longer neceſſary. The kingdom 
of Chriſt is ordained to be an univerſal king- 
dom and to extend to the whole earth; and 
therefore, till all people are come in, even the 
Jews, as well as the Gentiles, the injunction of 
preaching and ſpreading the goſpel muſt con- 
tinue in force. Nor are they only, who are 
fet apart for the miniſtry, concerned in this 
duty; for although it is more immediately in- 
cumbent on the clergy, as the embaſſadors of 
Chriſt, and the vicegerents of the Apoſtles, 
yet no chriſtian can be faid to be exempt from 
it; but every one, according to his ability, 
ought chearfully to aſſiſt in fo noble an un- 
dertaking; which, as the power of working 
miracles is with- held, muſt now be carried on, 
in part and more viſibly, by human means. 

III. If it may now be allowed to join motives 
of a mere worldly nature to thoſe already enu- 
merated, it would be eaſy to ſhew, that we 
cannot be indifferent in reſpect to the religion 
of our pagan neighbours in the colonies with- 
out betraying; our on intereſt ; for it muſt 
be expedient, eyen upon a political account, 
Wie that 
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that we ſhould obtain and preſerve their friend- 
ſhip ;—and how can their eſteem be more 
effectually acquired, than by convincing them, 
that we mean to promote their happineſs, and 
to make them our brethren and fellow- ſoldiers 
under the banner of Chriſt ?—-and how like- 
wiſe can we better inſure and perpetuate to 
ourſelves their affection, than by taking off 


the edge of their brutal ferocity, by teaching 


them the mild and amiable doctrines of the 


goſpel, and by laying before them the beauties 


of the moral virtues, as they are diſplayed to 
us in ſcripture? When their underſtandings 
have been opened, —when the light of revela- 
them, when they 
feel themſelves reſcued from the bondage of 
their former ſtate,—and when they have 
learned that juſt and equitable precept, to deal 
with others, as they would themſelves be dealt 
with, it cannot be, but that the feeds, we 
have ſown in their hearts, muſt bring forth 


good fruit, and that in abundance : they can- 


not in their turn with-hold their regard, but 
muſt be attached to us by gratitude and "ove, 
as well as by intereſt. 

But, unleſs we do this work ourſelves, 3 | 


are others, who will pretend to do it: and 
undertake 
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undertake it they will, but in a way both de- 


trimental to thoſe, whom they ſeduce into the 
paths of bigotry, and to us, whom they will 
repreſent as the enemies of Chriſt ; and as ſuch, 


with whom no commerce ought to be carried 


on, no faith or treaty ought to be kept. 

The hiſtory of our colonies will ſufficiently 
inform us of the effects of theſe practices, and 
the * injuries we have ſuſtained by them. 
And though ſuch, under the bleſſing of God, 
hath been the ſucceſs of our arms in the late 


war, that the ſame dangers do not now ſo 


immediately threaten us, yet our rivals in 


power can never be ſo far removed as to render 
us ſecure, while we continue inactive; we 
are {till liable to ſuffer from their ſecret ma- 
chinations,—againſt theſe it behoves us to be 
always upon our guard ; and by what means 
can we ſo effectually prevent the evil of them, 


as

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as by making known the ne doctrines of 
our pure faith ?

expect the reverſe) unleſs we ſhew ourſelves 

gratefully ſenſible of it, by endeavouring in all 
things to obey his commands. 

V. But, beſides the juſt apprehenſions, which 

we ſhould always entertain of the declared 

enemies of our pure reformed religion, we 

have till a farther reaſon to be watchful ; ſince 

there are others, who, profeſſing themſelves 

to be of our own communion, are ready to 

contend 
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contend with us in preaching the name of 
Chriſt; and the ſtrife would indeed be glorious, 
if their manner and their opinions were un- 
blameable ; but their enthuſiaſm is beyond all 
bounds, and the tenets of ſome of them are, 
in: their conſequences, dangerous to virtue, 
deſtructive of honeſt induſtry, and founded on 
miſtaken notions of the divine precepts.— 
With an affectation of holy zeal, and of more 
than ordinary gifts, they pretend to a peculiar 
miſſion, and arrogate to themſelves ſuch 
powers as were conferred only on the Apoſtles 
and ſuch other perſons, as, in the primitive 
days, acted under the immediate influence of 
extraordinary inſpiration. They ſet up a life- 
leſs faith in oppoſition to the genuine works 
of true piety, and, in too many inſtances, 
make the . grace of God, which was de- Titus ii, 
« ſigned to bring falvation, teaching us to 
« live ſoberly, righteouſly and godly,” the fatal 
occaſion of fin, and even an encouragement 
to perſevere in it.— For what is the natural 
tendency of ſuch doctrines, but to encourage 
the continuance in fin, with the vain hope, 
that grace may the more abound ?—the very 
—_— of which abſurd and i impious poſition 
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made the great Apoſtle of the Gentiles _ 


claim, with a juſt indignation, | God forbid! 


Theſe ſectaries have already ſpared no =. 
in their endeavours to captivate: weak minds, 
and to ſpread their tenets in our foreign ſettle- 
ments ; where, being farther removed from 
the ſeat of knowledge and erudition, they could 
more eaſily prevail than in our native country, 
in which the ſerious enquirer may always find 
aſſiſtance at hand, and be ſupplied with an 
antidote againſt the poiſon of every pernicious. 


_ doctrine. It therefore highly concerns thoſe 


of the clergy, to whom the planting and pro- 
tection of religion in the colonies hath been 
more particularly entruſted, to be continually 
attentive to this ſubject; if they are not, they 
may expect to {ce enthuſiaſm and ſuperſtition 
gain ground, inſtead of the divine and ratomak 
doctrines of the goſpel. 


It is much to be wiſhed, that thoſe abeakdy 


mentioned were the only enemies, we have to 


encounter in the momentous undertaking; of 
enlarging the kingdom of Chriſt upon eatth; 
but there is juſt reaſon to fear, that, among 
ſuch as are denominated chriſtians, - there are 
many, whoſe diſhoneſt proceedings andi diſſo- 


lute behaviour are likewiſe very great obſtacles. 


t 
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to the progreſs of the faith.— For, when the 
favage, in his intercourſe with us, perceives, 
that thoſe, who call themſelves the followers 
of Chriſt, are difingenuous and fraudulent in 
their dealings, even one with another, will it 
not be in vain to tell him, that fraud and vice 
of every ſpecies are forbidden by our holy re- 
Iigion-?—He will be inclined to conclude, 
cites that he has not been let into the true 
principles of chriſtianity, or but partially in- 
formed of them; and that we are profeſſors 
of a double doctrine, the one calculated for 
theory and' public obſervation, the other for 
our practice and the regulation of our con- 
duct. And what greater ſtumbling- block can 
be laid in the way of converſion ? But woe 
unto them, by whom offences come !—who, 
inſtead of advancing the propagation of chriſti- 
anity, do (as far as depends on them) render 
every meaſure fruitleſs, which the well-inten- 
tioned and pious chriſtian, out of a truly cha- 
titable ſpirit of beneficence, and in compliance 
with the commands of ſcripture, can poſſibly 
take to promote that end. —The enemy of 
mankind himſelf could not contrive a method 
more effectual, than this, to defeat the gra- 
cious offers of divine benevolence. 
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But the evil, now under conſideration, ex- 
tends much farther than to the illiterate In- 
dians and though the preſent purpoſe will 
not admit of purſuing it, it may be of uſe to 
obſerve in general, that a want of conformity 
to the doctrines of the goſpel in the behaviour 
of thoſe, among whom it hath already been 
received, is not only one of the greateſt. im- 
pediments to the progreſs of chriſtianity abroad, 
but alſo one of the principal ſources of infide- 
lity at home ; which ſpreads itſelf in propor- 
tion to the intereſt every wicked man has, in 
endeavouring to perſuade himſelf, that the 

Pſalm divine “ teſtimonies are not ſure,” and that 
Leun 5. he ſhall not be accountable for a miſpent life. 
But, however deficient ſome among us may be 

in the obſervance of their duty, bleſſed be 

God, there are yet many, who ſtand diſtin- 
guiſhed for the conformity of their lives to the 
religion of Chriſt ; —there ſtill are rays of di- 

vine light, which ſhine forth very conſpicu- 

ouſly ;—and how glorious is their ſplendour ? 

Can any one view them in the meaneft chriſtian, 

and not with them to be diffuſed over the 

whole face of the earth? What joy then, 

what tranſport muſt it give to noble and ex- 

alted minds to be aſſiſtant in bringing an ig-

norant ſavage race of people to the knowledge 
of truth, to the feeling of its moſt delightful 


impreſſions, to the practice of its moſt reaſon- 
able precepts? Were we to imagine a ſcene of 
happineſs upon earth, could we invent one 
equal to that of beholding nations raiſed, by 
our means, from darkneſs into light, from the 
condition of brutes to the dignity of refined 
humanity, brought to the true knowledge of 
the divine Being, of their relation to and de- 
pendance upon him, —fully inſtructed in all 
the duties of religion, and ſteadily adhering 
to the practice of them, —induſtriouſly em- 
ployed in the uſeful arts of life, and partaking 
of its innocent pleaſures, void of fraud and 
violence, —obeying the dictates of conſci- 
ence, — ſenſible of the weakneſs of human 
nature, — and therefore diſpoſed both to for- 
give others, and to aſk forgiveneſs for them- 
ſelves from the ſupreme and common father 
ä 
It muſt be acknowledged, that this would 
be a ſcene of very great temporal happineſs, — 
of ſuch happineſs as muſt neceſſarily ariſe from 
the true knowledge and ſteady practice of ; 
chriſtianity. And, that the appointed time Ads i. 
will come, when the kingdom of Chriſt ſhall ® 7:

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be | univerſally eſtabliſhed on earth, every 
chriſtian. is taught, and has reaſon to believe, 
relying upon the predictions and promiſes of 
God ; who hath thought fit, that the pub- 
lication of the 'chriſtian covenant ſhould have 
hitherto proceeded gradually: nor can we 
doubt, but that the ſaving health of the goſpel 


is continually ſpreading itſelf.

Such are the ſtrong and figurative expreſſions 

of the prophet Ifajah in ſpeaking of the effects, 
which will be produced by the converſion of 

the Gentiles ;—and, if we reflect on the con- 
ſequences, Which have attended the publica- 

tion of chriſtianity in the now enlightened 

parts of the world, even though our practice 

is ſo far from correſponding with our pro- 
feſſions of belief, we muſt acknowledge, that 

no painting, no imagery, can be too ſtrong to 
repreſent to us that happy period, when „ the Ifai. Ixi. 
Lord God ſhall cauſe righteouſneſs - and

The Society was n. by the , of 
the Chief Prelates and Dignitaries of the Church, 
and of ſeveral other Lords, and eminent Perſons in 
the State, with a Power to elect ſuch others to be 
Members of the Corporation, as they, or the ma- 
jor Part of them, ſhould think beneficial to their 
charitable Deſigns; and they immediately applied 
themſelves with great Zeal and Alacrity to the 
good Work; and after adjuſting Preliminaries in 
the Choice of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding Or- 
ders and Rules for their more regular Proceeding, 
they ſubſcribed every one of them according to 
their ſeveral Ranks and Diſpoſitions, an Annual 
Sum to be paid to their Treaſurer, for the gene- 


ral Uſes of the Society; and choſe new Mem- 


bers, and gave out Deputations according to the 
Powers in the Charter, to receive and collect the

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The Society allow Ten Pounds Worth of 
Books to each Miſſion for a Library, and Five 
Pounds Worth of pious ſmall Tracts to every 
new Miffionary, to be diſtributed among their 
Pariſhioners; and other Parcels of Books, as 
Occaſion offers, and the Society find them want- 
ing. And the Society have received the follow- 
ing Accounts of their pious Labours in the Year 
1702, 3 | 8 
l Newfoundland. 

The Society have received, in the laſt Vear, 
moſt melancholy Accounts of the State of their 
Affairs in this Part, occaſtoned by the Surrender 
of the Garriſon and all the Inhabitants of St. 
Johns, Priſoners of War to the French King, 
and the Hardſhips they were expoſed to from 

the Enemy; by which Mr. Langman, the So- 
ciety's Miſſionary there, and almoſt all the Pro- 
teſtant Inhabitants, were reduced to the greateſt 
Diſtreſs. There are now but few Proteſtant 
Families in St. 7obns, they being almoſt all 
ſent out of the Place before it was retaken by 
the Engliſh. Mr. Langmans Loſſes by Plunder 
he computes at 130 J. at leaſt, beſides being de- 
prived this Vear of all the Profits ariſing from 
"the Fiſhery. The ſudden Death of his Wife 
in Child-bed, and his own being confined to 
*his Bed and Chamber by a dangerous Flux, till 
ſome Time after the Place was retaken, pre- 
vented his being ſent away with the Reſt of the 
Proteſtant Engliſb Families. But he is now fo 
well recovered, that he can attend his Duty ; 
+4 an 
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and fo 850 have good Hopes, that he will 
ſoon recover his ſcattered Congregation, ſome be- 
ing already returned. The Number of Children 
baptized by him, from Nev. 4, 1761, to the 
Surrender of St. John's, June 27, Ta is 193 
of Burials, 14. Since that Time he has bap- 
tized but 3, and buried 5; Three French Prieſt 
and one Ii Romiſbꝰ Prieſt baptizing and bury- 
ing and performing other religious Offices during 
the Time the French had Poſſeſſion. The So- 
ciety, in conſideration of Mr. Langman's great 
Lofles, and his Diligence in the Service of the 
Society for 12 Years, have ordered him a Gra- 
tuity of 5o/. _ 

The Society in March 1762, appointed the 
Rev. Mr. Fotheringham Miſſionary to Trinity 
Bay, where they hear he is ſafe arrived; but 
have not yet received any Accounts of his Mi- 
niſtry. 


Nova Scotia. 

In April 1762, a Letter from Jonathan Belcher, 
Eſq; Lieutenant-Governor of Nova Scotia, was 
laid before the Board, dated Halifax, Fan. 14, 
1762. In which he acknowliedges the Advan- 
tages derived to that Province from the pious 
Labours and Prudence of the Society's Mifſio- 
naries, and takes Notice that the Church of 
England is fo much reſpe&ed, that Perſons of 
all Denominations generally attend the publick 
Worſhip of our Church, when deſtitute of con- 
gregational Teachers.

4 in a Subſcription for an Organ. He obſerves, 
that moſt of the new Townſhips in the Province 
are without Miniſters of any Perſuaſion, and there- 
fore recommends that a Miſſionary may be ap- 
pointed at Horton to officiate in Rotation there, and 
in the three T ownſhips of Falmouth, Newport, 
and Cornwallis, A Place of Publick Worſhip, | 
he ſays, is much wanted at Horton, which, he 
propoſes, the Diffenters may have the Ulſe of as 
well as the Church-People, if they ſhould ever 
invite a Miniſter of their own Perſuaſion to 
ſettle among them. As an Eng/z/h Miniſter had 
been long wanted at Tae and an Engliſh 
Schoolmaſter for their Children, amounting to 
596 under the Age of 12 Years, Mr. Belcher 
(not knowing of the Society's Appointment of 
the Rev. Mr. Bennet to Lunenberg) had engaged 
the Rev. Mr. Vincent in both thoſe Services, 
with ſuch Allowances as the Government could. 
make, which is by no Means equal to his La- 
bound, and therefore the Governor addreſſes the 
Society to appoint Mr. Vincent their Miſſionary 
and Schoolmaſter, his known Abilities, exem- 
plary Life, and unwearied Application, having 
rendered him univerſally acceptable to the Ger- 
mans, whoſe Children will by this Means be 


trained up in the Mfc an; of the eſtabliſhed 
Religion. 
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Religion. The Society therefore, in Compli- 
ance with the Governor's earneſt Requeſt, have 
agreed that Mr. Vincent be Miſſionary and 
Schoolmaſter at Lunenburg, in the room of Mr. 


Bennet, and that Mr. Bennet be appointed Miſ- 


ſionary to Horton, Falmouth, Newport, and Corn- 
wallis in Nova Scotia, each with a Salary of 
70 J. ſterling. Mr. Belcher alſo highly com- 
mends Mr. Breynton's Abilities, Moderation and 
Care in his Function, in frequently viſiting Places 
deſtitute of the Means of publick Worſhip, and 
Miniſtring among them, and does not doubt but 
the other Miſſionaries will readily employ their 
Labours in this neceſſary Service. And by a 


Letter from the Rev. Mr. Breynton, one of the 


Society's Miſſionaries in Nova Scotia, dated Ha- 
Hax, Fan. 11, 1762, it appears, that in the 
preceding Year he had made three Journeys to 
the New Settlements, and proceeded as far as 
Anapolis Royal: For which extraordinary La- 
bours, the Society ordered him a Gratuity. Mr. 
Breynton adds, that the Church of England is 
in a moſt flouriſhing State; that Sr. Paul“ 
Church at Halifax is almoſt finiſhed in an ele- 
gant Manner, and is frequented by Perſons of 
all Denominations, among whom Harmony uni- 


verſally prevails. 


2 New England. 
The Rev. Mr. Fayer weather, the Society's 
Miſſionary at Naraganſet, in his Letter dated 


Aug. 10, 1762, writes, * he has his Dwelling 


— 
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in the Midſt of Perſons, who take too many 
Occaſions of exprefling great Bitterneſs againſt 
the Church of England. Thus ſituated, he finds 
it beſt to be mild and gentle, peaceable and for- 
bearing; which the Society earneſtly recom- 
mend to him and all their Miſſionaries. . In 
conſequence of this Behaviour, Mr. Fayerwea- 
ther ſays, ſeveral have lately conformed to the 
Church from the Anabaptiſts and other Per- 
ſuaſions. He has baptized 5 Adults, and 8 In- 
fants, within the Year. In this Part of America 
he finds Immerſion preferred among Perſons in 
adult Years to Sprinkling, and whenever it is re- 
quired, adminiſters it that Way, as the Church 
directs. When he firſt opened his Miſſion, his 
Congregation conſiſted of a very ſmall Number ; 
but is fince enlarged, and in the Summer Seaſon 
appears numerous. His Communicants are in- 
creaſed from 12 to 20 and upwards ; and with 
thoſe from Warwick, where he frequently offi- 
ciates, and where there is a great Appearance of 
Piety and Seriouſneſs, make upwards of 35. 
The Society have received a Petition from the 
Church of Warwick, dated June 17, 1762, 
praying, that they may have the Benefit of Mr. 
Fayerweather's Miniſtry, and that of Mr. John 
Graves of Providence, who has been exceeding 
kind to them. 
The Rev. Mr. John Graves, the Society's 
Miſſionary at Providence, in a Letter, dated 
July 13, 1762, writes, that he ſhould have ſe- 
conded the Church of Warwick's Petition, = 
9 | * 
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that he would avoid every Thing that looks like 
Covetouſneſs in Things ſacred : However, thinks 
it his Duty to obſerve, that, till that People en- 


joy the Blefling of a reſident Miniſter, they 


cannot hope to reap the ſame Advantages by 
being annexed to any other Miſſion as to that 


of Providence. They lie within 10 Miles of 


Providence, and 20 from the neareſt other Epiſ- 


copal Miniſter, and therefore often partake of 


the Word and Sacraments of this Church, from 
whence arifes a ſpiritual Friendſhip and Union 
between them. But if the Society can more 
effectually provide for the ſpiritual Welfare of 
that People, he is far from deſiring the addi- 
tional and awful Charge, 

The Society, taking the Caſe of the Church 
of Warwick into their Conſideration, have agreed 
to deſire Mr. John Graves to officiate at the 
Church of Warwick once a Month on Sundays, 
and as often as he can conveniently on Week- 
days, and to make an Addition of 15 J. to his 
Salary for his Services at Warw:ck. 

The Society have alſo received a Letter from 
the Inhabitants of Ameſbury, dated May 28, 
1762, repreſenting, that their Numbers being 
conſiderably. increaſed, and being earneſtly de- 
ſirous of the publick Worſhip of God and Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments, which their 
Families have never yet enjoyed, and they them- 
ſelves cannot enjoy without travelling a great 


Way, and over a River, which makes it difficult, 


and a great Part of the Year impracticable, they 
g | 2 have 
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have built themſelves a convenient Church, and 
earneſtly deſire to have a Miniſter among them, 
for whom they engage to build a commodious 
Dwelling-houſe, and provide a Glebe, and to 
pay him 20 J. ſterling per Annum, and hope in 
Time to be able to do more, as there is a 
Proſpect of the Church's increafing greatly. 
This Requeſt, ſeconded by the joint Recom- 
mendation of the Rev. Mr. Arthur Brown, Miſ- 
fionary at Portſmouth in New Hampſhire, and 
the Rev. Mr. Baſs, Miſſionary at Newbury, the 
Society not finding themſelves able at preſent to 
comply with, have agreed to defire Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Baſs and other neighbouring Clergy to 
officiate at Ameſbury as often as they can, con- 
fiſtently with their own Duty. 
The Society have likewiſe received a Petition 
from the Church-wardens and Veſtry of Marble- 
bead, dated Nov 4, 1762, humbly aſking the 
Continuance of their Favour in Appointing a 
Succeſſor to the Rev. Mr. Bours, their late worthy 
Miſſionary, who died Feb. 24, 1762, and beg- 
ging Leave to recommend Mr. Jeſhna Wingate 
Weeks, a Perſon they think every Way qualified, 
and ſeriouſly diſpoſed to promote the Intereſts of 
Religion. They add, they have a Parſonage 
Houſe and ſmall Glebe, and ſhall continue to 
advance 30 /. ſterling per Annum, or any other 
Encouragement in their Power. This Requeſt 
the Society have complied with, having received 
from Benning Wentworth, Eſq; Governor of New 
Hampſhire, the Rev. Mr. Arthur Browne, and 
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many others, the fulleſt Information concerning 
the Character and Qualifications of Mr. Yeeks. 
The Rev. Mr. Winſlow, the Society's Miſſi- 
onary at Stratford, in his Letters dated January 
5, and July 19, 1762, expreſſes the moſt grate- 
ful acknowledgments to the Supreme Ruler of 
the Univerſe, for the great Succeſs which has 
attended His Majeſty's Arms, as well as the 
higheſt Senſe of their Obligations of Loyalty 
and Affection to the Government at home, 
from which ſo many and rich bleſſings- have 
been derived to them. The People of his 
Charge, he ſays, are in general careful to ſup- 
port the Reputation of their Profeſſion, and to 
improve the Advantages they enjoy, by a ſteady 
Attendance on the Means of Grace, and a ſuit- 
able Behaviour in every other Reſpect. His 
Communicants are more than 150, of which 
from 9o to 100 uſually attend the ſtated month- 
ly Communions. Within the Year he has bap- 
tized 21 White and 1 Negro Child. Mr. Vin- 
- repreſents the melancholy Situation of the 
Church at S:mſbury, whoſe Miſſionary Mr. Gibbs 
is almoſt wholly incapacitated for Duty through 
a diſordered Mind; and acquaints the Society, 
that the People of Simſbury have for two Years 
paſt employed a young Gentleman, whoſe Name 
is Roger Vietts, to read Prayers and Sermons to 
them. Mer. Vietts, he fays, was educated in the _ 14 
College at New Haven, and is eſteemed to have - 
made good Uſe of his Time; and his religious | ih! 
Principles and moral Character are ſuch, * If; 
W | DC a [| 
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the People of Simſbury are deſirous of engaging 
him in their Service, if the Society ſhould fee 
fit to indulge them, in his Favour, with ſome 
Addition to the Salary allowed to that Miſſion. 
The Rev. Dr. Johnſon, Preſident of King's Col- 
lege in the City of New York, in a Letter dated 
December 1, 1762, writes, that the Clergy of 
Connecticut earneſtly recommend Mr. Vielts, who 
appears to be a ſenſible, zealous, and diſinte- 
reſted Man, of conſiderable Learning for his 
Years and thoſe Parts. The Society taking the 
Caſe of Mr. G1bbs's Pariſh into Conſideration, 
have agreed to receive Mr. Vietts into their Ser- 
vice, and make him an Allowance of 20 J. per 


Annum, for the Care of the Church of Simſbury, 


as ſoon as he ſhall be admitted into holy Or- 


ders, and enter upon the Cure of that Pariſh. 


The Rev. Mr. Newton, the Society's Miſſion- 
ary at Ripton, in a Letter dated June 25, 1762, 
ſays, he has Reaſon to bleſs God, that Serioul- 
neſs, Peace and Charity appear to prevail in his 
Pariſhes. His Communicants at Ripton are about 
100, at North Stratford and Straifield about 30. 
He had baptized in the preceding half Year 21 
Infants. The Members of the Church at $S/rat- 


ford, in a Letter dated Fuly 26, 1762, return 


Thanks to the Society for a Folio Bible and 
Common Prayer Book for the Uſe of their 
Church, and for a Number of Small. Bibles, 
Common Prayers and Catechiſms, which have 
been carefully diſpoſed of; but particularly for 
the frequent and very acceptable Miniſtrations of

Mr. Newton, who, n the Diſtance 
of eight Miles in a bad Road, and the exceffive 
Cold in the Winter, and extreme Heat in the 
Summer, has been very conſtant for feveral 
Tears in adminiſtring the Lord's Supper to them 
once in two Months, and performing Divine Ser- 
vice once in four Sundays, and catechiting and 
inſtructing their Children. 

The Rev. Mr. Lamſon, the Society's Mig 
ſionary at Fairfield, in his Letter dated September 
29, 1762, informs the Society, that Mr. Sr. 
George Talbot (beſides his Benefactions to the 
Churches of Rye, Nerth-Caſtle, Fluſhing, and 
Stamford, of boo l. New York Currency to each, 
as mentioned in the laſt Year's Abſtract) has 
made a Donation of 200 J. that Currency to the 
Church of Fairfield, to be laid out in ee ee 
a Glebe for the Uſe of the Miniſter, there being 
no Land there belonging to the Church, fave 
one half Acre, upon which the Parſonage Houſe 
ſans. The Purchaſe is to be made in the So- 

ciety's Name, and the Deed ſent home to them, 
to take Place at Mr. Talbot's Death. Mr. Lom- 
fon has baptized within the Year, 19 Infants, 
and 3 Adults, two of which were Negroes. 

The Rev. Mr. Dibble, the Society's Miſſion- 
ary at Stamford, in his Letter dated March 25, 
2762, writes, that he continues with Fidelity 
and Diligence to do the Duties of his extenſive 
Miſſion, and has the Happineſs to live among 
a People, who in general are of a quiet and 
peaceable 2 and make a Religious

The Number of Inhabitants in Stamford ap- 
pears, by a late Computation, to be 2746

Of thoſe, who do not profeſs the Church of 
England, the greateſt are Preſbyterians, who are 
ſupported by the Laws of the Government ; the

New-light Baptiſts. He had baptized, the pre- 

Falf Year, in his own Cure, 52 Infants, 
and 1 Adult, and has 54 Communicants. He 
preached the ſecond Sunday in October 1761, at 


the Opening of St. George's Church at North- 


caſtle : Mr. St. George Talbot, their pious and 
noble Benefactor, was preſent, and was highly 


pleaſed with the Number and devout Behaviour 


of the People. That Lord's-Day he baptized 
13 Infants, and 1 Adult. Mr. Talbot, willing 


to know the Religious State of the People, de- 


fired Mr. Dzbblee to accompany him to Bedford, 
Crumpond, and Peakhbill, and to return by the 
Way of Croton and Whiteplanes ; which he did, 
and preached in each of thoſe Places, and bap- 
tized 10 more Children. They found no ſettled 


Teacher of any Denomination, in any of theſe 


Places, except at Bedford. In each of them 
they met with ſeveral Heads of Families, Pro- 


feſſors of the Church of England, and many 
others well diſpoſed towards it; but the Inha- 


habitants in general are much divided in their 
Dori” | Religious 
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Religious Sentiments, and pay but little Regard 
to the Lord's-Day. Both Mr. Dibblee and Mr. 
Talbot are of Opinion, that a Perſon ſettled 
among them in Holy Orders, is much wanted, 


Intereſts of true Religion. 

The Rev. Mr. Arthur Browne, the Society's 
Miſſionary at Portſmouth in New Hampſhire, in a 
Letter dated March 3, 1762, obſerves, that 
about 11 Years ago, when he was in London, he 
informed the Society, that the Governor of New 
Hampſhire, Benning Wentworth, Eſq; directed 
him to acquaint them, that there were ſeveral 
large Tracts of Land to be granted away in that 
Province by His Majeſty's Authority, which, in 
Proceſs of Time, would be very valuable; and 
that it was his Opinion, that, upon the Society's 
W to His Majeſty, Orders would be 
iſſued to him to grant that Body ſuch Tracts of 
Land in that Province as ſhould ſeem good to 
His Sacred Majeſty ; and that, upon the iſſuing 
ſuch Orders, he would faithfully diſcharge his 
Part in granting and laying out ſuch Lands for 
their Uſe, as would be moſt capable of Improve- 
ment. He now informs the Society, that the 
Governor has intereſted them in 108 Towns, 
and as there are ſtill more to be granted, intends 
to intereſt them in every one he ſhall hereafter 
grant. This, Mr. Browne obſerves, will be an 
improving Eſtate, and attended with no Ex- 
pence, unleſs the Society ſhould be difpoſed to 
cultivate and improve immediately. The In- 
G tereſt 


and might do ſingular Service in promoting the 
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tereſt in each of theſe Towns will amount to 
zoo Acres or more. He adds, that the Gover- 
nor has not only made this generous Proviſion, 
but has ſet apart Glebes in each of the Towns 
for the Support of the Miniſtry of the Church 
of England; and has alſo granted an equal Por- 
tion or Right to the firſt ſettled Miniſter of the 
Church of England, and his Heirs, with the reſt 
of the e of every Town for ever: Thus 
laying a laſting Foundation for the Growth of the 
Church in thoſe Parts. Upon receiving this In- 
formation, the Society directed their Thanks to 
be returned to Governor Ventuorib, for his Zeal 
and Attention to the Intereſts of the Church of 
E-gland, deſiring a more particular Direction 
what his Excellency thinks it may be proper 
for them to do, in order to forward his pious 
Deſigns. In another Letter, dated Juby 10, 
1762, Mr. Browne acquaints the Board, that 
his Excellency has intereſted the Society in 12 
Towns more, making in all 120. As to his 
own Pariſh, he obſerves, that it is in a flouriſh- 
ing Way, and the Church has been lengthened 
25 Feet, and finiſhed in a decent Manner, He 
thanks the Society for ſettling his Son at New- 
port; but complains, that ſince his Son's Remo- 
val from the Itinerant Miſſion, the Cure of the 
Profeſſors of the Church of England throughout 
New Hampſhire devolves upon him ; a Duty he 
can but poorly diſcharge, as his particular F Jock 
is of too great Conſequence to be neglected. 
He has in vain n to ** a Gentle-

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man to come home for Orders to ſucceed 
his Son in the Itinerancy: The Fatality of 
the Small Pox, and the Danger of the Sea, are 
inſurmountable Difficulties, and ſhew the Ne- 
ceſſity of an American Biſhop. The Society 
have agreed to appoint an Itinerant Miſſionary 
in New Hampſhzre, as ſoon as a proper Perſon 
can be found to undertake that Miſſion, in the 
room of Mr. Marmaduke Browne, removed to 
Newport in Rhode Iſlands. 

The Rev. Mr. Beach, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Newtown and Reading, in his Letters of April 
6, and Oct. 5, 1762, acquaints the Society, that 
his Congregations are in a flouriſhing Condition, 
and are now conſiderably more in Number than 
thoſe of the Diſſenters; that 12 Families have 
been lately added to the Church ; and that he 
has in Newtown 160 or 170 Communicants at 
one Time, and in Reading from go to 100. 
When he firſt came to this Miſſion, he fays, 
there were not much more than 20 Communi- 
cants in all, who now fall but little ſhort of 300, 
reckoning thoſe, who, though out of the Bounds 


of his Pariſh, conſtantly attend his Miniſtry. 


He has the Satisfaction to ſee, that moſt of his 
People adorn their Profeſſion by a very Chriſtian 
Life ; and, as many of them are inclined to read 
Books of practical Divinity, he ſhould be very 
thankful for ſome of that Sort, and for ſome 
ſmall Common Prayers, to be diſtributed among 
the poorer Sort of his Pariſhioners. This Re- 
queſt was readily complied with. By his No- 
G 2 titia 
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titia Parochialis, it appears, that the Number of 
Inhabitants in Newtown and Reading is about 
2000 ; that his actual Communicants are 280; 
Profeſſors of the Church of England are about 
1000 ; of Diſſenters about 1000 ; of Papiſts, 
Heathens and Infidels none. 


The Rev. Mr. Punderſon, the Society's Itine- 


rant Miſſionary in Connecticut, in his Letter dated 


March 26, 1762, writes, that ever ſince he has 
been in this Miſſion, God has bleſſed his La- 
bours with uncommon Succeſs, notwithſtanding 
the Endeavours of numerous, powerful and ſubtle 
Adverſaries. He has reconciled many young 
Gentlemen to our Communion, who, lie truſts, 
will do God and his Church great Service in 
their Generation. He returns the Society hea 

Thanks for the kind Notice they took of Mr. 
Davies, Mr. Andrews, and Mr. Beardſley, who 
are arrived ſafe at their reſpective Miſſions, and 
where he doubts not they will be uſefal. The 
Sunday after Chriſtmas he preached at North- 
Haven, a Church almoſt entirely of his own 
railing, and had upwards of 20 Communicants. 
In another Letter, dated Nov. 12, 1762, he 
obſerves, that he is entered upon the Thirtieth 
Year of his Service to the Society, and has been 
enabled during that long Term, to officiate every 
Sunday, except one. He has been upwards of 
9 Years Miſſionary at New Haven, Guildford and 
Brandford, where he has Six Churches, and 
more than 160 Communicants. By the Bleſſing 
of Heaven on his Endeavours, he has almoſt 


alone 
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alone raiſed up 11 Churches in Connecticut, 
under the greateſt Trials and Difficulties ima- 
ginable. Mr. Hubbard, he ſays, an ingenious 
young Man, and a Candidate for Holy Orders, 
reads in the Two Churches of Guildford. This 
Gentleman, who is recommended by Dr. Johnſon 


as a hopeful Youth, the People of Guildford and 


Cohabit are defirous to have for their Miniſter, 


and have agreed to raiſe 30 J. per Annum towards 


his Support, and provide a Glebe as ſoon as they 
can, if he may have Leave to come for Holy 
Orders, and be appointed their Miſſionary. 
The Rev. Mr. Davies, the Society's Itinerant 
Miffionary in Litehſield County and Parts adja- 
cent, in his Letter dated April 13, 1762, in- 
forms the Society, that ſince his Arrival at his 
Miſſion, he has had preſſing Invitations, which 
he has complied with by Preaching at Hartford 
and Woodbury to a very large Concourſe of 
People, who ſeem to have loſt their ancient 


bitter Temper, and think that Chriſtianity is 


clearly taught in our Church, and are reſolved 
to erect Churches in each of the afore- named 
Places. Theſe Avocations, Mr. Davies ſays, he 
can but ſeldom comply with, as his ſtated Miſſion 
is exceeding extenfive, and one Part of it, vig. 
Litchfield and Cornwall, is greatly diſtreſſed on 
Account of Mr. Palmer's Removal. They are 

articularly fond of him, and wiſh to detain 
ful, as continual Additions are making to theſe 
Churches, and in Litohſield a virulent Diſſenting 


Preacher oppoſes the Church's Growth. Be- 


ſides, 
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ſides, Mr. Davies finds it almoſt impoſſible to 
attend the Duties of his Miſſion on Mr. Palmer's 
Removal, as there is no other Miſſionary in this 
large County, and every Town has Perſons be- 
longing to the Church, who ſollicit Mr. Davies's 
Preaching among them. By another Letter 
from Mr. Davies, dated July 28, 1762, it ap- 
prank, that beſides officiating every Sunday in 

is Miſſion, and preaching Lectures on Week- 
days, he has been frequently at other "Towns 
adjacent and remote to preach and baptize, 
particularly in New York Province, contiguous 
to the Northern Part of his Miſſion, where 
the People are either wretchedly ignorant of Re- 
ligion in general, or elſe mad with Enthuſiaſm. 
But in his Pariſhes of New Milford, Sharon, 
and Roxbury, where he attends till Mr. Palmer 
hears from the Society, there is a fair Proſpect 
of the Church's Increaſe. In the preceding half 
Year, he had baptized 24 Infants, and had four 
additional Communicants. The Rev. Mr. Pal- 


mer, appointed Miſſionary at Amboy in New 


Jerſey, in a Letter dated Litchfield, April 13. 
1762, thanks the Society for granting his Re- 
queſt of a fettled Miſſion, though it would have 
been more agreeable to him to have continued 
where he is, with a Diviſion of the Miſſion, as 
he imagines his Influence here will be greater than 
in any other Place, and the People are much 


grieved at the Thought of his leaving them. He 


obſerves, that though Mr. Davies is very labo- 
rious and very acceptable, yet the County is ſo 
large, 


— 
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large, and the Churches ſo many and at ſo 
great a Diſtance, that he fears, if left to the 
Care of one Miſſionary, the Church in thoſe 
Parts, which is now in a very flouriſhing Con- 
dition, muſt pine and languiſh. Mr. Palmer 
therefore humbly requeſts, that this Miſſion may 
be divided, and he himſelf appointed Miſſionary 
to the Towns of Canaan, Norfolk, Goſhen, Tor- 
rington, New Hartford, Harwinton, and parti- 
cularly to the Towns of Litchfield and Cornwall, 
where the main Body of the Church .People 
are, who are willing to contribute, even beyond 
their Abilities, to his Support, depending upon 
the Aſſiſtance of the Society, which, if they 
will afford, will greatly advance the Intereſt of 
the Church. But if they ſhould not conſent to 
a Diviſion, he had much rather be removed to 
Rye than to Amboy for particular Reaſons. This 
Requeſt of Mr. Palmer and Mr. Davies is ſecond- 
ed by a Petition from the People of Litchfield 
and Corntall, and the Church in Woodbury, ear- 
neſtly defiring that Mr. Palmer might be con- 
tinued among them, whoſe Labours have been 
attended with very great Succeſs for the Time of 
his Reſidence, and who has, by his good Life and 
Preaching, gained the Eſteem of all Parties. The 
Rev. Dr. Johnſon, in a Letter dated April 2 5, 1762, 
confirms the foregoing Repreſentation, and wiſh- 
es the Society, if they can afford to do it, would 
continue Mr. Palmer at Litchfield, where he 1s 
greatly uſeful, but would by no Means be ſuit- 
able at Amboy, which is a polite Place, and the 
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Divine Service, and thoſe pious Tracts which 


Seat of the Governor; whereas Mr. Palmer has 
been always uſed to a plain retired Country Life. 
But if the Society cannot provide for Mr. Palmer 
at Litchfield, Dr. Johnſon begs he may be re- 
moved to Rye, where he will be very ſuitable. 
The Society finding, upon mature Deliberation, 
that their late great Increaſe of Expence in eſta- 
bliſhing new Miſſions made it inconvenient for 


them to appoint any more at preſent, directed 


Mr. Davies to diſcharge his Duty in the Iti- 


nerant Miſſion in the beſt Manner he is able, 
and gave Mr. Palmer Leave to go to Rye. | 
The Rev. Mr. Jacob Bailey, the Society's Iti- 
nerant Miſſionary on the Eaſtern Frontiers of 
Maſſachufet's Bay, in his Letter dated July 20, 
1762, writes, that the People are now moſt! 
ſatisfied with the Form of Baptiſm preſcribed 
by the Church of England, and none object to 
the Order of the holy Communion, which they 


- ſhall be able to adminiſter with greater Decency, 
as a Gentleman has lately preſented their Church 


with Veſſels for that Sacred Occaſion. His Con- 
gregations continually increaſe both at Pownal- 
borough and George Town, the former of which 
is likely to become one of the largeſt Churches 
in New England. His Communicants are al- 
ready above 50. It gives him great Satisfaction 


to find Induſtry, Morality, and Religion flouriſh- 


ing among a People till of late abandoned to 
Diſorder, Vice and Profaneneſs ; which Alter- 


ation is chiefly owing to the Performance of 


the 
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the Society's generous Care has diſperſed. He 
acknowledges the Receipt of a great Number 
of Catechiſms and Common Prayer Books, 
which will be of vaſt Service to the younger 
Sort, and promote the Decency of Divine Wor- 
ſhip. However, he complains, that the Miſſion 
is attended with great Diſadvantages from the 
Poverty of the People, and the Difficulties of 
Travelling in the Winter, when the Snow is 


ſometimes Five or Six Feet deep for ſeveral 


Months. If a Miſſionary could be ſent to George 
Town, Harpwell, and Places adjacent, it would 
leſſen theſe Difficulties, and very much eſtabliſh 
Religion among a People whom he is obliged in 
the Winter to leave almoſt deſtitute ; beſides, 
that another Miniſter would give him an Oppor- 
tunity to do more Service in the New Settle- 
ments, and upon the neighbouring Rivers of 
Sheepſcott and Dumoraſcotta. The Society have 
alſo received a Petition from the Inhabitants of 
George Town and Harpwell on Kennebeck River, 
dated Dec. 11, 1761, thankfully acknowledg- 
ing the Society's Charity to them, to which it 
is owing, under God, that a Senſe of Religion 
is preſerved among them; and obſerving, that 
the large Increaſe of a poor induſtrious People, 
conſiſting of above 7000 Inhabitants, (ſituated 
in a New Frontier Settlement, with not one 
Ordained Miniſter of any Denomination except 
Mr. Bailey obliges them humbly to requeſt an- 
other Miſſionary for this large Diſtrict. This 
Favour they particularly intreat for the Inha- 
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bitants of George Town and Harpwell, which 
are about 20 Miles from Pownalborough, where, 
and in the Neighbourhood of which, Mr. Bailey 
finds fo full Employment, that he can afford the 
Petitioners but a very ſmall Proportion of his 
Service, and that to the Detriment of thoſe 
Places contiguous to his ſettled Abode. In Hopes 
of this further Inſtance of the Society's Com- 
paſſion, they have begun to build a Church, 
which is now in great Forwardneſs, and engage, 
in their preſent low and laborious State, to give 
the Miſſionary the Society ſhall be pleaſed to 
ſend, 20 J. Sterling per Aunum, build him a 
Parſonage Houle, and as their Circumſtances en- 
large, give him from Time to Time ſuch further 
Encouragement as may be a Proof how highly 
they value the Bleſſing they now petition for. 
This Petition is accompanied with a Letter 
from the Rev. Mr. Caner, Miniſter of the King's 
Chapel in Boffon, dated June 10, 1762, certify- 
ing, that the above is a faithful and modeſt Ac- 
count of the Condition of the People on Ken- 
nebeck River, and eſpecially at George Town, 
where Mr. Baileys greateſt Diligence is utterly 
inſufficient to anſwer the preſſing Neceflities of 

that People, in regard to the Means of Publick 
Worſhip, and begging ſuch Aſſiſtance as their 
Circumſtances do truly call for. 

The Rev. Mr. Scovil, the Society's Miflionary 
to Waterbury, and Northbury in Connecticut, in 
his Letter dated July 5, 1762, writes, that he 
officiates every Second Sunday at Waterbury, every 

| | Four 
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Fourth at Nerthbury, and every Fourth at New 
Cambridge, except when he occaſionally preaches 
in a vacant Pariſh, Upon Week-days he fre- 
quently preaches in various Parts of his Pariſhes, 
which are at the greateſt Diſtance from Church, 


eſpecially at Weſtbury, who on Sundays meet at 


Waterbury, till they can erect a Church, for 
which a Subſcription is begun. By his NVobitia 
Parochialis, it appears, that the Church Fa- 
milies in Waterbury and Weſibury are 68, 
and Communicants 105; Families in North- 
bury 37, Communicants 49 ; Families in New 
Cambridge 28, Communicants 47 ; the greater 
Part of Adults being regular Communicants. 
He had baptized in the preceding half Year 21 
Infants. He returns 'Thanks for the Books ſent 
him, and is encouraged: to hope for ſome ſmall 
Addition to his Salary : Inſtead of which the 
Society have ordered him a Gratuity. 

The Rev. Mr. Aptborp, the Society's Miſſion- 
ary at Cambridge, in his Letter dated Sept. 29, 
1762, writes, that in his Infant Settlement, 
where he has officiated ſince the Opening of 
the Church in O&sber 1761, the Numbers are 
but few : Thoſe he has are ſerious; and he en- 
tertains good Hopes, that God will bleſs this 
Miſſion, and render it really ſerviceable to Re- 
ligion. In the paſt Year he had baptized 12, 
and at the laſt monthly Communion had near 
40 Communicants. He adds, that Common 
Prayers, and other Books of Devotion to be 
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diſtributed among the People of his Miſſion, 
will be of great Uſe; which were ſent accord- 
ing to his Requeſt. ; 

The Rev. Mr. Andrews, the Society's Miſ- 
ſionary at Wallingford, &c. in a Letter dated 
May 17, 1762, acquaints the Society, that ſince 
his Arrival at his Miſſion in January, he has 
officiated half the Time at Wallingford, where 
above half the People of his Miſſion live; the 
other half he divides equally between the Pa- 
riſhes of Cheſhire and North Haven ; and the 
People of Meridan, having no Church, attend 
at Wallingford, He has great Hope of being 
inſtrumental in doing much Good here, as the 
People appear well ſatisfied with his Miniſtry, 
and ſeveral have conformed to the Church ſince 
he came among them. He has baptized 17 
Children, 11 of which were in his own Miſſion. . 


He has officiated once at Middletown and once 
at Guildford. 


New York. 
The Rev. Mr. Seabury, jun. the Society's Miſſi- 


onary at Jamaica Town in Long Than, in his Let- 
ters dated March 26, and Oct. 8, 1762, informs the 
Society, that the Church gradually increaſes, and a 
more ſerious Turn of Mind begins to ſhew itſelf, ſo 
that the religious State of his Pariſh is conſiderably 
mended, eſpecially at Fluſbing, where the Con- 
regation, which formerly ſeldom exceeded 20 
White Perſons, is now ſeldom leſs than 80. 
The Church at Jamaica has been compleatly 
| | repaired, 
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repaired, chiefly at the Expence of Mr. 2 
Troup, a worthy Gentleman from New York, and 
is now one of the neateſt and moſt commodious 
Country Churches in this Part of the World. 
By his Notitia Parocbialis it appears, that his 1 
Pariſh confiſts of about 710 ratable Inhabitants, . 
About 120 Families profeſs themſelves of the 1 
Church of England; more than 500 are Diſ- 

ſenters, including Quakers, Deiſts, and Mem- — 
bers of the Dutch Church. Within the Year ſi 
he has baptized 27 White Children, 3 Negro 
Children, and 3 Adults. His Communicants 
are 29. He lately baptized two Female Chil- 1 
dren of a Jew, a Gentleman of Fortune in Ja- . 
maica Town, whoſe Mother is a Profeſſor of the 
Church of England. The Father was preſent, 
and feemed not a little affected ; and Mr. Sea- 
bury is not without Hopes, that God will open 
his Underſtanding to underſtand the Scriptures, 
and diſpoſe him to receive the Faith of Chriſt. 
Mr. Kneeland is appointed Catechiſt at Fluſhing, 
with a Salary of 10 J. per Annum. 

The Rev. Mr. Seabury, ſen. the Society's Miſ- 
ſionary at Hempſtead in Long and, in his Letter 
dated March 26, 1762, writes, that, under God, 
he has been the happy Inſtrument in bringing 

11 Adults to Baptiſm, who all appeared pro- 
perly affected upon the Occaſion : One of them 
in particular ted publickly, that it was after 
confidering moſt ather Profeffions, and upon 
mature Deliberation, he had determined to make 

the ſolemn * of his Faith in the — 
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of England ; and accordingly, himſelf, his Wife, 
and 8 Children, were baptized. Beſides the 
11 Adults, he had baptized in the preceding 
half Year 31 Children. The Number of In- 
habitants at Hempſtead is 5940 ; of actual Com- 
municants of the Church of England 72; of 
Profeſſors of the Church 750; the reſt are Diſ- 
ſenters, except a few Indians. By his Letter 
dated Sept. 30, 1762, he acquaints the Society, 
that he had made a Journey to Dutches County, 
where he preached two Sundays to very crouded 
Aſſemblies, and three Week-days in different 
Parts of the County, and baptized 1 Adult and 
33 Children. He has alſo preached two Sun- 
days to the People of Huntington, whoſe Appli- 
cation for a Miſſionary he begs Leave to recom- 
mend. 'The People of Huntington, as appears 
by their own Petition, and Letters from Dr. 
obnſon and others, have already erected an 
Edifice for the Worſhip of God according to the 
Liturgy of the Church of England, and pur- 
chaſed a valuable Houſe and Glebe, worth about 
200 J. that Currency; which they are ready to 
make a Conveyance of for the Uſe of the Church 
of Huntington for ever, hoping to have Leave, 
within a Year or two, to ſend over a Candidate 
for Holy Orders. Mr. Seabury adds, that his 
own People continue to attend Divine Service in 
great Numbers, and as uſual at Oyfterbay, where 
one of the ſeparate Anabaptiſt Aſſemblies is 
broke up, and their Credit with the People 
much declined. He has baptized this half Year 
ENT | 2 Adults 
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2 Adults and 53 Children, making in the 
Whole, ſince he came to this Miſſion, 1032 
baptized. 

The Rev. Mr. Miner, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Weſt Cheſter, in his Letter dated June 29, 
1762, writes, that ſince his Arrival at his Miſ- 
fon, which is 14 Months, he had baptized 114 ; 
of whom 40 were Adults, vig. 30 Whites and 
10 Blacks; and adminiſtred the Sacrament of 
the Lord's Supper four Times to 30 Commu- 
nicants, of whom he hopes the Number will 
increaſe. He conſtautly attends three Churches 
in three different Townſhips, preaching to croud- 
ed Audiences of devout well-behaved People. 
They have no Diſſenters among them, except a 
tew Quakers. He adds, that the School is till 
vacant, and entirely deprived of a Teacher ; 
but petitions the Society to continue their Bounty 
to ſome worthy Perſon, who ſhall be choſen 
Schoolmaſter, as the School is a Nurſery for the 
Church, and of great Service in thoſe Parts; 
which Requeſt is accordingly granted. 

By a Letter from the Church-wardens and 
Veſtry of St. Peter's Church in Aany, dated 
June 17, 1762, it appears, that ſince Mr. Og:/- 
ves Abſence on His Majeſty's Service, Mr. 
Browne, Chaplain to a Regiment under Sir 
Jeffrey Amber}, officiated in Mr. Ogihve's Place, 
till he was himſelf obliged to embark with the 
Troops for Martinico; but that Mr. Browne is 
returned to Albany, and performs Divine Service 
there to the Satisfaction of the whole Congre- 
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gation, And Mr, Browne, in a Letter dated 
Sept. 2, 1762, aſſures the Society, that he will 

unctually perform the Duty of that Miſſion till 
be has Orders to leave it. The laſt half Year 
he has baptized at Altany 69 Children, and 
married 35 Couple; baptized at the Mobock 
Caſtle ꝙ Children, and married 4 Couple. The 
Duty at the Mohock Caftle Mr. Browne finds very 


difficult for Want of a proper Knowledge of 


their Language; but hopes, by the Bleſſing of 
God, and a particular Application, to ſurmount 
that Difficulty. The Rev. Dr. Johnſon, in a 
Letter dated O#. 9, 1701, ftrongly recommends 
a Gentleman whoſe Name is Bennet, who has 
an earneſt Deſire to ſpend the Remainder of his 
Life in converting the Moboc and other Tribes 
of Indians. This Gentleman was bred and gra- 
duated at New Haven College, after which he 
reſided with Dr. Johnſon at Stratford, and kept 
a School, received Baptiſm of him, and has been 
a very ſerious Perſon ever fince. He was many 
Years Maſter of Mr. Kay's Grammar School at 
Rhode Iſland, is a very good Grammarian, and 
would teach the Iadian Children, which would 
give him an Opportunity (in purſuance of the 
Socicty's Deſign of Educating ſome Indian Lads 
at the College of New York) to prepare them 
to be ſent thither. Mr. Bennet being near 50 
Years of Age, declines going into Orders, and 
chooſes to act only as a Catechiſt under Mr. 
Ogiivie. He has a competent Eſtate, which he 
would leave with his Family, and deſires only ſo 
much 
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much Sala y as may be ſufficient to ſupport his 
own Perſor in the Purſuit of this laudable Un- 
dertaking, In another Letter dated Spt. 16, 
1762, Dr. Johnſon obſerves, that whatever Mr. 
Oel and Paulus, who are in the Society's Service 
among the Indians, can do, it would be well, if 
beſides another Catechiſt reſident among them, 
there could be a worthy Miſſionary provided for 
them. In the mean Time a Catechiſt is highly 
expedient, who may have the Buſineſs of con- 
verting them much at Heart, as Mr. Bennet 
ſeems to have. 

The Rev. Mr. Watkins, the Society's Miſſion- 
ary at Newburgh, in his Letter dated May 15, 
1762, writes, that in December 1761, he was 
ſeized with an Ulcer on his Lungs, which re- 
duced him ſo low, that he was not able to offi- 
ciate. And in another Letter dated Oct. 27, 
acquaints the Society, that his Diſorder return- 
ing more violently, he has, by the Advice of his 
Phyſicians, determined to go to Bermudas, from 
whence he will return to his Miſſion as- ſoon as 
the Recovery of his Health ſhall enable him to 

_ officiate. From June 24, 1761, to the Date of 
the laſt Letter, he has baptized 57 White and 
2 Black Children, making the Number fince he 
came to this Miſſion 795. 

The Rev. Mr. Auchmuty, the Society's Cate- 
chiſt to the Negroes in the City of New York, 
in his Letter dated Jan. 2, 1762, writes, that 

fince his laſt, two of his Black Catecbumens, to- 

gether with a Negro * have been admitted 
to 
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to the Holy Communion, their Characters being 


unexceptionable, and their Knowledge of Reli- 
gion and their Duty very conſiderable, and has 
a Proſpect of admitting ſhortly two Women of 
excellent Characters to the ſame Privilege. In 
another Letter dated June 29, 1762, he with 
Pleaſure afſures the Society, that the Negroes 
under his Care become more and more deſerving 
of the Pains he takes with them. Between 60 
and 70 Adults and Children conſtantly attend him, 
and learn the Church Catechiſm. and Lewrs's 
Expoſition ; beſides many more who occaſionally 
attend his Lectures. They all regularly attend 
Divine Service, and are many of them a Credit 


to our Holy Religion. He adds, that he has 


lately admitted 3 Adult Negroes to the Holy 
Communion, and has two more preparing for it. 
From Sept. 19, 1761, to the Date of this Let- 
ter, he has baptized 57 Negro Children, and 7 

Adults, and has 3 more preparing for Baptiſm. 
Mr. Hildreth, the Society's Schoolmaſter at 
New York, in his Letters dated Dec. 22, 1761, 
and May 11, 1762, acquaints the Society, that 
his School is in a very flouriſhing Condition; 
that within the Year, ſeveral Boys, well quali- 
fied in Reading, Writing and Arithmetick, and 
inſtructed in the Principles of our Holy Religion, 
had been put out to Trades, and their Places 
ſupplied by the Admiſſion of others, fo that the 
School is kept up to the full Complement of 
48 Boys and 12 Girls taught at the Bounty of 
the — The Boys attend School at the 
accuſtomed 
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accuſtomed Hours, and the Girls, who are 
taught Needle-work by a Miſtreſs employed by 
the Veſtry, come to him an Hour in the Day to 
learn to write. About half the Children have 
been baptized in the Church of England; and 
the Reſt are of Diſſenting Parents. Beſides Mr. 
Hildreib's, there are about 10 Engliſb, 1 He- 
brew, 2 Latin, 1 French, and 2 Dutch Schools 
in this Place. Mr. Hildretb follows no other 


Employment but that of Teaching, except of- 
ficiating as Pariſh Clerk. 


New Jerſey. 


The Rev. Mr. Chandler, the Society's Miſ- 
ſionary at E//zabeth Town, in his Letter dated 
Jan. 5, 1702, mentions Mr. Hardy's ſucceeding 
to the Government, and, in conſequence of it, 
the Raiſing Money for Repairing the Church, 
Parſonage Houſe, Cc. of Amboy; to which 

Miſſion he requeſts that Wardbridge may be an- 

nexed, being but Four Miles from Amboy, and 
may be eafily ſerved by the ſame Miſſionary, 
who may preach every Sunday in the Afternoon 
at Woodbridge ; whereas Mr. Chandler, being at 
10 Miles Diſtance, cannot preach there more 
than every Sixth Sunday. He would not decline 
doing Duty at Woodbridge, were there not a 
Proſpect of their being better provided for in 
the Manner he has propoſed ; beſides, that the 
Circumſtances of his own Congregation require 
conſtant Attendance, and he is anxious to devote 
himſelf entirely to them, and they have exerted 


2 themſelves 
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themſelves in an extraordinary Manner to deſerve 
it. In order to accommodate ſeveral Families 
at a great Diſtance from the Church, he has 
preached at their Houſes and chriſtned their 
Children. In the preceding half Year he bap- 
tized 4 Adults, one of which is a Black, and 
71 Infants, 6 of which are Blacks, and had five 
new Communicants. In another Letter dated 
Jas 5, 1762, Mr. Chandler writes, that ſince 
is laſt he has baptized 27 Infants ; obſerves, 
that there are no Roman Catholicks in that Pro- 
vince; and hopes, that Leland and Biſhop Sher- 
bock's Sermons will prove a ſufficient Antidote 
againſt Infidelity, which too much prevails among 
them. He deſires a Number of Prayer Books, 
ſome Copies of The Reaſonable Communicant, and 
ſome of The Engliſhman directed in the Choice of 
his Religion: Which were ſent him accordingly. 
The Rev. Mr. Campbell, the Society's Miſ- 
ſionary at Burlington, in his Letter dated Dec. 
26, 1761, laments, that his Congregation at 
Mountholy, which was very flouriſhing, has been 
hurt by ſome Enthuſiaſtical People of Mr. Mac- 
clenaghan's Party, who pretend Mr. Macclen- 
aghan is the only Preacher of Chriſt in Ame- 
rica, and all the Reſt are Arminians, &c. Ce. 
Mr. Campbell however hopes to give a better 


Account of theſe People, when the fiery Heat 
of their precipitate Raſhneſs ſubſides; in the 


mean Time will ſtudy to be quiet, and mind his 

own Buſineſs, and leave the Event to God. And 

in another dated June 25, 1762, Mr. Compete 
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with Pleaſure acquaints the Society, that 


his ſtraying Sheep, who ran after Mr. Macclen- 


aghan's Party, are, by the Bleſſing of God on 
his Endeavours, reduced to a Senſe of their Sin 
in a cauſeleſs Separation, and are returning daily 
to their proper Fold. It appears, that within 
the Year, he has baptized, in his three Congre- 


gations of Burlington, Briſtol and Mountholy, 61 


Infants, 7 White and 6 Black Adults, who 
could read well, and give good Reaſons for the 
Hope that was in them. His Communicants 
are 50. 

The Rev. Mr. Morton, the Society's Itinerant 
Miſſionary on the North-Weſtern Frontiers of 


New Terſey, in his Letters dated Jan. 1, and 


June Zo, 1762, acquaints the Society, that the 
Church of England in Ammwell and Ringwood 
ſenſibly gains Ground among thoſe, who at his 
firſt Coming ſeemed prejudiced againſt our Mode 
of Worſhip ; and er his Miſſion (confidering 
its Infancy) is in a very flouriſhing State, not- 
withſtanding all the Difficulties Ignorance, Pre- 
judice, and a miſguided Zeal could raiſe; that 
he has viſited the remote Inhabitants of the 
Province, at the Diſtance of 30, 40, and $0 
Miles, once every three Weeks, during the 
Summer Seaſon, extending his Labours to a 


great Diſtance beyond his Miſſion, where People 


are ſurprized to find the Doctrine and Diſcipline 

of our Church ſo different from what they had 

been taught to believe. He has baptized within 

the Year 69 White Children and 4 * b 
| | Blac 
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Black Adults and 5 White, one a Convert from 
the Anabaptiſts. His Communicants are 10. 
He has married but 2 Couple fince he came to 
his Miſſion, the Magiſtrates having the Privilege 


of marrying, which they often do without either 
Licence or Publication of Banns. 


Pennſylvania. 


The Rev. Mr. Neill, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Oxford, in his Letters dated Jan. 10, and 
2 21, 1762, informs the Society, that the 

egiſlature of the Province have paſſed an Act 
of Aſſembly in Favour of the Church of Oxford, 
enabling Truſtees to ſell the old Glebe, and pur- 
chaſe another more convenient. A Copy of this 
Act, and of a Declaration of Truſt to him and 
his Succeſſors, Miniſters of the Church of Ox- 
ford for ever, Mr. Neil! has ſent to the Society 
to ſhew how kind the Legiſlature have been, 
and the Means he has uſed to perpetuate the 
new Glebe for the Uſe of his Succeſſors. But 
as His Majeſty's Approbation is neceſſary to 
make valid all Acts of this Government, they 
wait with Impatience to hear of its Confirma- | 
tion. He adds, that in the Year 1761, a Lot- 
tery was ſet on Foot for enlarging the Church 
of Oxford, by which they hope to clear between 
400 J. and 500/. In another Letter dated June 
5, 1702, he writes, that Providence has ſo far 
bleſſed his weak Endeavours, as to enable him to 

collect as decent and orderly a Congregation as 
any in the Province, but fears he ſhall not be 
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able to root out an inveterate Prejudice which 
prevails among them with regard to Infant Bap- 
tiſm, and the Unwillingneſs of many grown up 
Perſons to make a publick Profeſſion of Chriſti- 
anity by Baptiſm, though they are conſtant At- 
tendants at Church. Children baptized ſince 
Fan. 10, are but 5, with 2 White and 4 Negro 
Adults. In Hopes to remove the unreaſonable 
Prejudice which Mr. Neill complains of, the 
Society have ſent him 50 Copies of Wall on In- 
fant Baptiſm. The profeſſed Members of the 
Church in the Congregation at Oxford are about 
150, and nearly the ſame Number attend at 
White Marſh Church, but not above 30 of them 


are profeſſed Members of the Church, the Reſt 


being either Diſſenters, or young Dutch People 
who underſtand Engliſßſ. His Communicants in 
both Congregations are about 30. The Num- 
ber of Diſſenters of the ſeveral Sorts, it is im- 
poſſible to aſcertain, Infidels, profeſſedly ſuch, 
they have none. 4 
The Rev. Mr. Inglis, the Society's Miſſionary 
at Dover, in his Letter dated June 15, 1762, 
writes, that his Miſſion includes the whole 
County of Kent, 33 Miles in Length, and more 
than 10 in Breadth, containing about 7000 Souls, 
of which upwards of one third are Members of 
the Church of England. There are four Churches 
in the County ; the Church at Dover, decently 
finiſhed and ornamented ; the Church of M.

Autumn by a Number of People on the Border 
of Maryland, who were at too great a Diſtance 
from any of the former to attend them even in 
Summer. Two of theſe Churches are 18 Miles 
from Dover, and 15 from each other, and the 
third 15 Miles from Dover. Should he continue 
here till advanced in Age, or pou ſickly, he 
thinks it will be impoſſible for him to undergo 
the Fatigue he does at preſent. From March 1, 
to the Date of this Letter, he has baptized 
1 Black and 42 White Children, and 2 Adults. 
He has had a few Converts from a profane un- 
chriſtian Courſe to a Life of Chriſtian Purity and 
Holineſs, who are his Joy now, and he truſts 
will be his Crown of rejoicing hereafter. | 
The Rev. Mr. Barton, the Society's Itinerant 
Miſſionary in Lancaſter, in his Letters dated 
Yor 12, and June 22, 1762, writes, that he 
as viſited all the deſtitute Congregations in the 
Province, and finds the Rage of Enthuſiaſm and 
bitter Zeal much abated, and religious Diſſen- 
| tions calmed. As to the Miſſion more particu- 
| THERE larly under his Care, he ſays, he has the moſt 
L plweaſing Proſpects, and hopes to put it upon as 
| reſpectable a Footing as any in America. He 
1 has baptized within the Year 103 Children, and 
| his Communicants are increaſed to go. 'The 
| Congregation at Lancafter have erected a "7 
handſome Steeple, and are enlarging their Church 
and building Galleries; and the Churches of 
Caernarvon and Pegques are juſt finiſhed. 
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The Rev. Mr. Vm. Thompſon, the Society's 
Itinerant Miſſionary in the Counties of York and 
Cumberland, in his Letters dated March 10, and 
40 6, 1762, acquaints the Society, that he 
had officiated regularly at his Three Churches, 
though often with great Difhculty and Danger ; 
being frequently obliged to paſs Creeks, where 
there are neither Bridges nor Boats, nor even 
Inhabitants near them. By his Notitia Paro- 


bitants in the Counties of Vr and Cumberland 
amounts to 32.50, of which 192 are Profeſſors 
of the Church of England, the Reſt are Diſ- 
ſenters, with whom he lives in the greateſt Har- 
mony ; that he has baptized in the laſt Nine 
Months 46 Infants, and 1 Adult. He has had 
2 Converts. from Judaiſm. 


North Carolina. 
The Society have received a Letter from his 
Excellency Arthur Dobbs, Eſq; Governor of 
North Carolina, dated Brunſwick, March Zo, 
1762, in which he complains, that notwith- 
ſtanding the Laws he has cauſed to be enacted 
and amended for the Support of the eſtabliſhed 
Clergy, the Number of Clergymen is dimi- 
niſhed, and the Inhabitants are becoming more 


that Account, as likewiſe for Want of School- 
maſters to educate Youth, there not being even 
a Pariſh Clerk in the Province to ſerve as a 
Schoolmaſter, or occaſional Reader, where Cler- 


chialis, it appears, that the Number of Inha- 


diſſolute, and Sectaries and Idleneſs increaſing on 
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gymen are wanting, or when they are attending 
the Out-Chapels, as moſt Counties contain only 
one Pariſh. The Proviſion at preſent made for 


 Clergymen in this Province by Law is 100/. 


Currency per Annum, and 20 J. in lieu of Houſe 
and Glebs, till they can be provided; beſides 
near 50 J. which may be made in moſt Pariſhes 
by Marriages. There is however one very diſ- 
couraging Circumſtance, which is, that the ſe- 
veral Parithes provide only annually for their 
Incumbents, ſo that the Governor cannot pro- 


perly induc them. The Reaſon affigned for 


this Practice is, that the-Clergy may. be obliged 
to do their Duty, which ſome, for Want of a 
Biſhop, or Superior with Epiſcopal Juriſdiction, 
will neglect. His Excellency therefore thinks it 
of infinite Conſequence, that 'the Society ad- 
dreſs His Majeſty to appoint - Biſhops for that 
Continent, to viſit. the Clergy, confirm and or- 

hole Colonies (as a 
ſafficient Number cannot be procured from Eu- 
rope) and to exerciſe Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline. 
Thi he thinks, with. a Proviſion for Pariſh 
Schools to educate Youth in Chriſtian Principles, 
would. ſoon improve the Province, get rid of 
Sectaries, and encourage the Inhabitants to be- 
come induſtrious. His Excellency propoſes at 
the next Aſſembly to recommend the Making of 
a Law to empower each Veſtry to raiſe a ſmall 


Tax for a Clerk. and Schoolmaſter in every Pa- 


riſn, and wiſhes the Society would, if poſſible, 
appoint more Mitionaries to this unfortunate 


Province, 
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Province, where Sectaries and Corruption of 
Manners are increaſing, and where they have 
but ſeven Clergymen to near 30 Pariſhes, mer 
of which are Counties. 

The Society, willing to do 2 Thing in 
their Power to promote the pious Deſigns for 
which they are incorporated, have directed 
Thanks to be returned to Governor Dobbs for 
his Attention to the Intereſts of Religion, aſ- 
— him, that all poſſible Regard ſhall be paid 
to whatever he ſhall pleaſe to ſuggeſt on that 
Subject, and as ſoon as they are able, will ſend 
more Miſſionaries into North Carolina. 

The Rev. Mr. Earl, the Society's Miſſionary 
at St. Paul's Pariſh in Chowan County, in a 
Letter dated Nov. 21, 1761, acquaints the So- 
ciety, that in the preceding half Year, he had 
baptized in his Pariſh 68 Infants, and had 2 5 


Communicants ; that he had made ſeveral Viſits 


to St. Barnabas, Society, and Berkley Pariſhes, 
who are deſtitute of a ſettled Miniſter, where 
he baptized 314 White and 1 5 Negro Infants, 
4 White and 3 Negro Adults. In another Let- 
ter dated April 2, 1762, Mr. Air! writes, that 
ſince Nou. 21, 1701, he had baptized in his 
own Pariſh 70 Infants, and had 36 Communi- 


cants; that he had preached to Four ſeveral 


Congregations in Society Pariſh, and baptized 
125 White and 18 Black Infants, and 15 Black 
Adults; that he had likewiſe made another Viſit 
to St. Barnabas Pariſh, and baptized 15 White 
Infants, and intended to viſit them at Egfter,

be totally loſt. In defeating their Schemes, 
and ſubverting their pernicious Doctrines, he 
finds meek Inſtruction moſt effectual. He 
therefore ſollicits the Society to ſend him 
ſome ſmall Tracts, calculated to confute ſuch 
Viſionaries, and what other Tracts they think 
moſt proper, to affift him in the Care of 
his large Pariſh, which is at leaſt 100 Miles 
in Extent. In conſequence of which Requeſt, 
the Society have ſent Mr. Reed 50 Copies of, 
An earneſt and affeftionate Addreſs to the Me- 


 thodifis, and 100 Copies of, Biſhop Gibſon's 
Caution againſt Enthuſiaſm. By his Notitia Pa- 


rochialis it appears, that Mr. Reed had baptized 
within the Lear 264 White and 13 Black 
Children, and 6 Adults, and adminiſtered the 
Sacrament of the Lord's Supper to 257. 

The Rev. Mr. Macdowell, the Society's Aliffi- 
onary at Brunſwick, in his Letter dated June 
15, 1762, returns Thanks to the Society for 
. him to chat n hoping by the

rtant Charge. He adds, that in t 81. current 
Fear ear 1702, he had baptized 33 Infants, and 2

formed Mr. Macdowell, that he had never been 
baptized, and be * 8 he might then receive that 
Sacrament. is Pariſh, he ſays, there are 
about 800 1 and about 200 Families. 
He has but 15 actual Communicants, but hopes

South Carolina. 


The Rev. Mr. Garden, the Society's Miſſionary 

at St Thomas's, in his Letter dated April 22, 1762, 
aſſures the Society, that he endeayours to diſ- 
charge the important Duties of his Station, 
though his Health has been in a very declining 
State for ſome Vears; that he has baptized ſince 
his laſt, April 3, 1761, 21 Children, one of 
them a Negro of Chriſtian Parents, and has 
about 30 Children, who ſay their Catechiſm in 
Church on the Lord's Day very diſtinctly, on 
which Occaſion he generally explains that excel- 
Tent Summary; that he has alſo received ſeveral 
new Communicants, but by reaſon of Deaths, the 
Number does not increaſe. He further writes, 
that his Chapel on Pomprion Hill becoming ruin- 
ous, the Inhabitants have refolved to build a 


new one of Brick 48 Feet long by 35 wide, 
which 
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which will coſt at leaft 660 J. Sterling, of which 
near 400 l. are already ſubſcribed. He concludes 
with obſerving, that ever ſince he has reſided in 
this Pariſh, which is almoſt 2o Years, he has 
had the Happineſs to find his Congregation rea- 
dily and chearfully complying with every Thing 
neceſſary or convenient 5 a decent Perform- 
ance of Divine Worſhip, which he thinks it 
would be Injuſtice not to mention to their Ho- 
nour. 


| Georgia, | 

By a Letter from the Rev. Mr. Zouberbubler, 
the Society's Miſſionary at Savannah, dated Feb. q, 
1762, and another from the Church-Wardens 
of Chrift Church in Savannah, of the ſame Date, 
it appears, that the Rev. Mr. Duncanſen arrived 
there ſome. Time in September 1761 ; but that 
on or before his Arrival, ſuch unfavourable Re- 
ports were ſpread concerning him, that it was 
thought neceſſary to convene the Veſtry, in or- 
der to enquire into his Character: The Reſult 
of Which Enquiry was, that Mr. Duncanſon did 


by no Means anſwer the pious Intentions of the 


Society in appointing him to that Miſſion. For 
which Reaſon, the Veſtry unanimouſly agreed 


to deſire Mr. Zouberbubler to continue in the 


Miſſion ; to which Mr. Zouberbubler conſented, - 
his Health being. greatly reſtored. Upon Mr. 
Duncanſon's being rejected at Savannah, the Peo- 


ple of Auguſta, having been long without a 


Clergyman, invited him thither ; but unhappily 
they 
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they ſoon Fr PUR his. cler n 

Exceſs of Drinking, profane Swearing, and quar- 
. relſome Temper, rendered him incapable of 
forming the Minds of that People. They there- 
fore humbly requeſt, in a Letter dated Feb. 8, 

1762, that the Society would ſend them a Cler- 
gyman, whom they will receive with all due 
Reſpect, and whoſe Emoluments will be very 
conliderable. They obſerve, that an Act of As- 

fembly grants to every Clergyman of the Church 


of England, that is or ſhall be in any Pariſh in - 


the Province, 25 J. Sterling per Annum, clear of 
all Deductions ; that 157. or 20. more may 


eaſily ariſe from the Perquiſites of Marrying on- 


ly, in that large and populous Pariſh ; that it 
would be no difficult Matter to add, by private 


Subſcription, 15 J. or 20 J. more, which, with 


17 J. per Annmim allowed by the Province of 
South Corps for a Sermon once a Month at 
New Windfor, about 5 Miles from Auguſta, to- 
_ gether with. what * Society ſhall pleaſe to al- 
low a Miſſionary, they judge will enable a Gen- 
tleman, with or without a Family, to live com- 
fortably. They add, that a Salary of 23 J. 65. 89. 
is allowed, out of the Money annually granted 
by Parliament to. the Province of Georgia, for a 
Schoolmaſter in that Place, by which, with the 
Advantage ariſing from Teaching, at leaſt 30 /. 
more may be thrown into. the Hands of a Cler- 
gyman who would chuſe to. accept it. This. 
Fart of the Province, they fay,, 18 remarkably 
healthy, fituate ee fine River, 150 Miles 


from 
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from Charles Town, and about the ſame Diſtance 
from Savannah, The Parſonage Houſe is in 
good Repair, and more than 15 Acres Glebe 
incloſed ; and the Aſſembly have paſſed an Act 
for Rebuilding the Church. To this Place the 
Society intend to ſend a Miſſionary as ſoon as 
conveniently may be. 68 


Bahama Iflands. 1 

The Rev. Mr. Carter, the Society's Miſſi- 
onary in theſe Iſlands, in his Letter dated 
Pate 25, 1762, acquaints the Society, that 
he has continued his Method of performing 
Divine Service to his Eaſtward Pariſhioners 
on the firſt and third Sunday in the Month, 
catechizing the Children, and expounding to 
them, which Method he propoſed to purſue in 
the enſuing Lent, on Feane/days and Fridays, in 
the Church in Naſſau, with the Children of all 
Colonies, being deſirous to bring as many as he 
can to the Knowledge and Practice of the 
Chriſtian Religion. He obſerves with Concern, 
that the Profanation of the Lord's Day by Ne- 
groes working, is an Evil, which he has hi- 
therto in vain endeavoured to ſuppreſs ; a Prac- 
tice, which has its Sanction from Cuſtom, 
and the Indulgence of the Owners of Slaves, 
who have aſſigned them that Day to work for 
themſelves, which God intended as a Day of 
Reſt from bodily Labour, and to be employed 
in His more immediate Service. However, he 
does not deſpair of aboliſhing this impious Prac- 
tice, 
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tice, as he has put a Check to ſome Irregula- 
rities- on that Ho y Day, ſince his Excellency 
Governor Shirley has appointed him one of His 
Majeſty's Council, and put him in the Com- 
miſſion of the Peace. Mr. Carter writes, that 
he intended ſoon to viſit Harbour Hand and 
Eleuthera, which Places he would viſit oftener, 
were it not for the Danger of Repairing to 
them, being 20 or 30 Leagues from his Reſi- 
dence, beſides the Inconvenience of being abſent 
from New Providence. By his Notitia Parocht- 
alis it appears, that the Number of Inhabitants 
in New Providence amounts to near 300 Fami- 
lies; in Harbor [land to more than 50 and 
in Eleuthera to more than 70, In the preceding 
half Year he baptized at New Providence 18 
White and 1 Negro Child, 1 free Negro Man, 
2 free Negro Women, and 1 Mulatto free 
Woman. His Communicants are 8 White and 
1 Black. All the Natives, and many others, 
profeſs to be of the Church of Eugland. What 
Diſſenters there are among the Strangers is un- 
certain; nor is it eaſy to aſcertain the Number 


of Heathens and Infidels. 


The Society, from their firſt Inſtitution, ta- 
king into their ſerious Conſideration the abſolute 
Neceflity there is, that thoſe Clergymen, who 
ſhall be ſent Abroad, ſhould be duly qualified for 
the Work to which they are appointed, deſire 
every one, who recommends any Perſon to them

N. B. The Variation in this Form of a Lx- 
GACY, from that formerly printed, is made 
neceſſary, on Account of ſome late unhappy 
Miſtakes in Wills, by which ſeveral conſi- 
derable Legacies have been loſt to the So- 
ciety, and the good Intentions of the Teſta- 
tors have been intirely defeated, becauſe the 
Sums bequeathed to the Society have been 
ordered to be raiſed, or paid out of Lands, 
or Real Eſtates, which is not now permitted 
by Law.
